LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 2 
—With Jacob A. Malik removed 
from the driver’s seat, the United 


Nations Security Council under 
Britain’s Sir Gladwyn Jebb yes- 
terday cleared the way for re- 
newed consideration on Tuesday 
of the Korean war, a step the 
blustering Soviet delegate pre- 
vented by manipulation and fili- 
buster through the 31 days he 
ruled as president. — 

Malik’s maneuvering, some- 
times adroit but often only an 
effort to talk to death the deci- 
sion of Council members to seat 
South Korean Ambassador John 
M. Chang at the conference table, 
went for naught when his motion 
to extend the same invitation to 
a representative of North Korea 
was defeated 8-2, with only Zugo- 
slavia joining Russia in favor. 

Although deprived of the power 
of the presidency, the Soviet 
spokesman lost no opportunity to 
try to forestall the summons to 
Chang. Pursuing without varia- 
tion what has become the old 
Russian custom in U.N. delibera- 
tions, he employed each occasion 
to repeat his familiar charges 
that the United States had influ- 
enced 53 U.N. members to indorse 
American aggression in Korea. 


Malik Loses Out. 

Neither his lengthy arguments 
in behalf of inviting a represent- 
ative of Red Korea—which in the 
protesting words of several dele- 
gates would be like inviting an 
outlaw to help decide the extent 
of his crime—nor his attempts to 
unseat Chang were successful. 
The Council cleared the decks for 
revival of the debate on the “com- 
plaint of aggression of the Re- 
public of Korea.” 

A draft resolution proposing es- 
tablishment of a commission com- 
posed of Indian and Swedish in- 
vestigators to determine the facts 
surrounding complaints that 
American planes have bombed 
Red Chinese territory in Man- 
churia was circulated by the 
American delegation. It sug- 
gested an “on-the-spot” inquiry 
by the commission, a condition 
the Soviet Union has consistently 
opposed. 

Previously, the United States 
spokesman, Warren R. Austin, 
conceded that an American 
bomber may have dropped its 
load of explosives by mistake on 
an airstrip in Manchuria near 
the North Korean border. He 
guaranteed payment of suitable 
indemnities if the accuracy of the 
report was established. The 
American resolution stipulates, 
however, that the neutral inves- 
tigators must be assured of “safe 
conduct and all facilities” in their 
inquiry. 

Soviet Reaction Awaited. 

In the light of Communist 
aversion to permitting free ac- 
cess of foreigners to information 
in Iron Curtain countries, the re- 
sponse of the Soviet delegation 
on the resolution is awaited with 
interest. In view of the high re- 
gard in which India is held in 
Asiatic nations, and the estab- 
lished neutral attitudes of the 
Swedish Government, informed 
observers here think the Soviet 
Union would be reluctant to veto 
or even vote against the Ameri- 
can resolution. 


At the opening of yesterday’s 
session, Jebb called the South 
Korean Ambassador to the Coun- 
cil table before Malik could ob- 
ject. When Malik did object, the 
Council voted him down, 9 to 1. 

Jebb seated Chang under the 
June 25 decision of the Security 
Council, made at a time when 


Russia still was boycotting its |; 


sessions. 

Malik took the floor four times 
to express his antipathy for what 
he called American imperialistic, 
capitalistic and warmongering 
policies, but the meeting was con- 
ducted with less acrimony than 
were most of the sessions over 
which he presided last month.

On the southern end of the 
western front the fleeing Reds left 
10,000 dead and wounded as they 
splashed across the Nam river be- 
fore attacking United States 
Twenty-fifth Division troops. . The 
Twenty-fifth regained all its old 
positions. The flight snapped off 
the southern prong of. the war's 
biggest offensive, launched by 
120,000 Reds now on the battle 
lines. 

The other prong was blunted by 
reinforced United States Second 
Division infantrymen who 
smashed back into flaming Yong- 
san and retook dominating hills 
to the west of the Twenty-fifth 
Division’s northern flank. 

Reds Reported Massing. 

The Reds were reported mass- 
ing tanks three miles west of 
Yongsan, apparently preparing 
for a new push. 

The veteran Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision reappeared at the opposite 
end of the front in a double four- 
mile drive north of. the port of 
Pohang. Gen. Patton tanks—the 
heaviest in the American arsenal 
—were sent into action to pace 
this attack. 

In other United: Nations of- 
fensives: South Koreans almost 
encircled Kigye, northwest of 
Pohang, and pushed Reds back 
north of Taegu, central United 
Nations communications center. 
The United States First Cavalry 
attacked a key height west of 
Taegu, in the Waegwan area. 

(The London Daily Graphic 
said 1500 British troops who 
landed in Korea this week would 
go into: action with the First 
Cavalry Division on the Waeg- 
wan-Kunwi sector.) 

B-29 Superforts from Okinawa 
joined the all-out American air 
attack in direct support of 
ground troops. The Air Force’s 
full strength was thrown into the 
attack. The B-29s also bombed 
three main Red supply points 
back of the western front—Kum- 
chon, Chinju and Kochang. 

Situation Summarized. 

An Eighth Army communique 
summarized the ground situation 
thus: “United States forces were 
holding their positions and coun- 
ter-attacking the enemy.” 

Front line reports from Cor- 
respondents Stan Swinton and 
Bem Price, containing later in- 
formation, gave this picture of 
the two main sectors in the south- 


west: 

The United States Twenty-fifth 
Division regained all the positions 
it held before the North Koreans 
struck out of the darkness Thurs- 
day night. Swinton said the Reds 
left 2500 dead on the field and 
estimated another 7500 were 
wounded. He said the Reds broke 
and fled across the Nam river.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
Government agencies today await- 
ed a signal from the White House 
to put into effect plans for using 
—on a limited scale—the strong 
home front economy control pow- 
ers provided by Congress. 

The agencies indicated they 
would start issuing control orders 
after President Truman signs the 


legislation, probably early next 
week. The first steps they expect 
to take are to: 

1. Tighten up on installment 
buying terms. 

2. Give priorities for scarce, 
essential materials to holders 
of military contracts. 

3. Limit inventories of basic 
materials to prevent hoarding 
and assure wider distribution 
of supplies. 


President Truman, who told the 
nation last night that building up 
the country’s defenses “will re- 
quire hard work and sacrifices 
by all of us,” expects to dwell 
more fully on the Home front im- 
pact of the war in another “fire- 
side chat” broadcast next week. 
The day and hour have not yet 
been set. Truman promised that 
he would explain “what your gov- 
ernment proposes to do, and how 
each citizen can play his part in 
this national effort” after he 
signs the control bill. 


Gradual Build-up Planned. 

Government agencies plan a 
careful start, with a _ gradual 
build-up, in imposing controls. 
The Administration has neither 
the desire nor organization for 
invoking the drastic price-wage 
controls and rationing powers 
authorized by Congress. Leaders 
said they hope to avoid these 
steps indefinitely. 

The prospective short delay in 
putting into effect the control 
powers to be exercised first—and 
likely broadened later on—was 
attributed to a combination of 
factors. 

Among them: need to use the 
long, Labor-Day holiday to check 
over the controls bill—forwarded 
to the White House yesterday by 
In the interval before 
Truman’s signature makes it law, 
agencies are being. assigned the 
controls each will wield.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman’s call for a 
3,000,000-man American fighting 
force to meet the threat of Com- 
munist aggression pointed today 
toward greater spending, higher 


.| taxes and larger draft calls. 


Yet the plan “for a broader 
mobilization, announced in a 
world-wide broadcast last night, 
drew quick pledges of congres- 
sional support — from Republi- 
cans, from Democrats who back 
the Administration and from 
Democrats who buck it. 

Some, like Senator Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, saw the 
plan as helpful in avoiding a 
world war. Some were not sure 
it goes far enough. 

Further Increases Likely. 
Truman, himself, said “further 
increases may be required.” 

To “arm ourselves more quick- 
ly,” he said, we must step up 
sharply production of guns, tanks, 
planes and other military equip- 
ment, increase stockpiles of vital 
materials, expand war production 
capacity, work hard and sacrifice, 
give up many things we enjoy. 

With this program, the Presi- 
dent coupled a warning to Russia 
against under-estimating Ameri- 
can might the way Hitler and the 
Japanese generals did. We have 
the ability and resources, he said, 
and let no “would-be aggressors” 
make any mistake about that. 

America’s armed strength has 
been about 1,500,000. The previ- 
ous goal has been an increase to 
around 2,500,000 by the middle of 
next year.

The President spoke last night 
from the White House. His tele- 
vised address was carried on all 
major United States networks 
and carried abroad by the Voice 
of America. Mainly, it was to 
tell the American people about 
objectives, and why five Ameri- 
can divisions —some 75,000 men 
—are fighting in far Korea. 

If aggression were allowed ta 
succeed in Korea, Truman ex- 
plained, it would be “an open 
invitation to new acts of aggres- 
sion elsewhere.” 

“Korea,”. he said, “is the front 
line the struggle between 
freedom and tyranny.” 

The Red invasion, the President 
said, “has reached its peak,” and 
we now have a “firm base” in 
South Korea with the next job to 
crush the invaders. Our forcés 
and the United Nations command, 
he said, are confident that will] 
be done. 

There was an assurance that 
the Korean conflict will not flame 
into a general war—unless “Com- 
munist imperialism” pulls in 
other armies and governments. 

Plea te Red China. 

Along with this, as separate 
parts of an eight-point statement 
of “our aims and our hopes,” 
went a plea to Communist-domi- 
nated China to stay out of the 
Korean fighting, and word to the 
world that America wants only 
peace for all men. 

Denouncing Russia by name, 
the Chief Executive said there 
are threats to aggression else- 
where than in Korea, so we must 
expand our armed forces and 
keep them larger “for a long time 
to come.” 

He set no date for bringing 
these forces up to 3,000,900 men. 
He did not say how the 3,000,000 
would be split among Army, 
Navy and Air Force. Nor did he 
— the cost of the expan- 
Representative Mahon (Dem), 
Texas, a key member of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
has predicted a request for an- 
other 10 billion dollars for re- 
armament.

ONIGHT, I want to talk to you about Korea, abeut why we are 
there, and what our objectives are. 


As I talk with you, thousands of families in this land of 


ours have a son, or a brother, or a husband fighting in Korea. I 
know that your thoughts and hopes are constantly with them—and 


#0 are mine. 


These men of ours are engaged once more in the age-old struggle 
for human liberty. Our men, and the men of other free nations, 
are defending with their lives the cause of freedom in th world. 
They are fighting for the proposition that peace shall be the law 


of this earth. 


We must and shall support 
them with every ounce of our 
strength and with all our hearts. 
We shall put aside all else for 
this supreme duty. 


No cause has ever been more 
just or more important. 


Fighting to Uphold Rule of Law. 


For the first time in all history, 
men of many nations are fighting 
under a single banner to uphold 
the rulé of law in the world. This 
is an inspiring fact. 

If the rule of law is not upheld, 
we can look forward only to the 
horror of another world war and 
ultimate chaos. For our part, we 
do not intend to let that happen. 

Two months ago, Communist 
imperialism turned from the 
familiar tactics of infiltration and 
subversion to a brutal attack on 
the small republic of Korea. When 
that happened, the free and 
peace-loving nations of the world 
faced two possible courses. 


One course would have been to 
limit our action to diplomatic pro- 
tests, while the Communist ag- 
gressors went ahead and swal- 
lowed up their victim. That 
would have been the course of ap- 
peasement. If the history of the 
1930s teaches us anything, it is 
that. appeasement of dictators is 
the sure road to world war. If 
aggression were allowed to suc- 
ceed in Korea, it would be an 
open invitation to new acts of ag- 
gression elsewhere. 


’ The other course is the one 
which the free world chose. The 
United Nations made its historic 
decision to meet military aggres- 
sion with armed force. The ef- 
fects of that decision will be felt 
far beyond Korea. The firm ac- 
tion taken by the United Nations 
is our best hope of achieving 
world peace. 

It is your liberty and mine 
which is involved. What is at 
stake is the free way of life— 
the right to worship as we 
please, the right to express our 
opinions, the right to raise our 
children in our own way, the 
right to choose our jobs, the 
right to plan our own future, 
and the right to live without 
fear. All these are bound up in 
the present action of the United 

ions to put down aggression 
orea. 

We cannot hope to maintain 
our own freedom if freedom 
elsewhere is wiped out. That is 
why the American people are 
united in support of our part in 
this task. 


During the last five years, we 
have worked day in and day out 
to achieve a just and lasting 
peace. We have given every pos- 
sible proof of our desire to live 
at peace with all nations. We 
have worked for liberty and self- 
government for people the world 
over. Most nations have joined 
‘with us in this effort, but the 
‘Soviet Union and the nations it 
¢ontrols have unceasingly ham- 
‘pered all efforts to achieve a just 


peace. 
. The Soviet Union has repeated- 
ly violated its pledges of inter- 
national co-operation. It has de- 
stroyed the independence of its 
neighbors. It has sought to dis- 
rupt those countries it could not 
‘dominate. It has built up tremen- 
ous armed forces far beyond the 
needs of its own defense.

* In these circumstances, the free 
‘ nations have been compelled to 
‘take measures to protect them- 
selves against the aggressive de- 
‘signs of the Communists. 
_ The United Nations was able to 
act as {t did in Korea because the 
‘free nations in the years since 
World War II have created a com- 
mon: determination to work to- 
» gether for peace and freedom. 
Every American can be justly 
ud of the role that our country 
piayed in bringing this about. 
We have taken the lead in step 
after step to create unity and 
strength among the free nations. 
’ The record of these steps is im- 
' pressive. Let me recall some of 
them to you. 
In 1945, we helped to bring 
the United Nations into exist- 
ence at San Francisco. 

In 1946, the United States 
gave its full support to the suc- 
eessful action taken by the 
United Nations to protect Iran 
against Communist invasion. 

In 1947, we began our mili- 
tary economic aid to 
‘Greece and Turkey, which has 
helped those countries to keep 
their independence against the 
Communist attacks and threats. 

Also in 1947, by the treaty of 
Rio De Janeiro, we joined with

53 Nations Meet Challenge. 


Fifty-three of the fifty-nine 
members of the United Nations 
joined in meeting the challenge. 
Thirty have already pledged con- 
crete aid to the United Nations to 
put down this aggression. 

Thus far, the brunt of the fight- 
ing has fallen on the armed forces 
of the Republic of Korea and the 
United States. In addition, naval 
forces from Australia, Canada, 
France, Great Britain, The Neth- 
erlands, and New Zealand have 
been and are now in action under 
the United Nations command. 
Fighting planes from Australia, 
Canada, and Great Britain have 
joined the operation. 

Ground forces have been of- 
fered by Thailand, the Philip- 
pines, Turkey, Australia, France 
and other countries. Just before 
I started to speak I received a 
message from the State Depart- 
ment. The Greek Government 
telegraphed the Secretary Gen- 
eral of the United Nations that it 
would dispatch ground troops to 
Korea immediately. This is wel- 
come news. Some British troops 
have landed in Korea and more 
are on their way. All of these 
will serve under the flag of the 
United Nations and under the 
United Nations commander, Gen. 
MacArthur. 

More Men on the Way. 


Our own men, with their gallant 
Korean comrades, have held the 
breach. In less than eight weeks, 
five divisions of United States 
troops have moved into combat, 
some of them from bases more 
than 6000 miles away. More men 
are on the way. Fighting in diffi- 
cult country, under every kind of 
hardship, American troops have 
held back overwhelming numbers 
of the Communist invaders. Our 
naval and air forces have been 
carrying the attack to the military 
bases and supply lines of the ag- 
gressors. 

Our men have fought with grim 
gallantry. All of us, especially 
those of us who are old soldiers, 
know how worthy they are of a 
place on that long and honored 
roll of those who created and pre- 
served liberty for our country. 

The soldiers of the republic of 
Korea have been fighting fiercely 
for their own freedom. 

The determination of the South 
Koreans to maintain their inde- 
pendence is shown not only by 
the valor of their soldiers in the 
battle line, but also by count- 
less supporting activities of the 
whole population. They are giv- 
fing every possible assistance to 
the United Nations forces. 

These United Nations troops 
are still out-numbered. But their 
hard and valiant fight is bringing 
results. We hold a firm base of 
about 3500 square miles. For 
weeks the enemy has been ham- 
mering, now at one spot, now at 
another, sometimes at many 
points at once. He has been 
beaten back each time with heavy 
loss. 

Enemy Getting Reckless. 

The enemy is spending his 
strength recklessly in desperate 
attacks. We believe the invasion 
has reached its peak. The task 
remaining is to crush it. Our men 
are confident, the United Na- 
tions command is confident, that 
it will be crushed. The power to 
do this is being gathered in 
Korea. 

Right now, the battle in Korea 
is the front line in the struggle 
between freedom and tyranny. 
But the fighting there is part of 
a larger struggle to build a world 
in which a just and lasting peace 
can be maintained. 

That is why we in the United 
States must increase our own de- 
fensive strength over and above 
the forces we need in Korea. 
That is why we must continue to 
work with other free nations to

half million men and women on 
active duty in our Army, Navy, 
and Air Force. Our present plans 
call for increasing this number 
to close to three million, and fur- 
ther increases may be required. 
In addition to increasing the 
size of our armed forces, we must 
step up sharply the production of 
guns, tanks, planes, and other 
military equipment. We shall 
also have to increase our stock- 
pile of essential materials, and 
expand our industrial capacity to 
produce military supplies. 

We have the ability and the 
resources to meet the demands 
which confront us. Our indus- 
try and agriculture have never 
been stronger or more produc- 
tive. We will use as much of 
this economic strength as is 
needed to defend ourselves and 
establish peace. 

Hitler and the Japanese gen- 
erals miscalculated badly, 10 
years ago, when they thought 
we would not be able to use 
our economic power effectively 
for the defeat of aggression. 

Let would - be aggressors 
make no Such mistake today. 

We now have over 62,000,000 
men and women employed—more 
than we have ever had before. 
Our farmers are producing over 
20 per cent more than they were 
in 1940. The productive capacity 
of our manufacturing industry is 
60 per cent greater than it was 
10 years ago, when the Axis dic- 
tators threatened the world. 


We must now divert a large 
share of this productive power to 
defense purposes. To do this 
will require hard work and sacri- 
fice by all of us. I know all of 
us are prepared to do whatever 
is necessary in the cause of peace 
and freedom. We have never yet 
failed to give all that is needed 
in that cause, and we never will. 

In order to increase our de- 
fense effort rapidly enough to 
meet the danger that we face, we 
shall have to make many changes 
in our way of living and working 
here at home. We shall have to 
give up many things we enjoy. 
We shall all have to work harder 
and longer. To prevent inflation 
and runaway prices, we shall 
have to impose certain restric- 
tions upon ourselves. 


The Congress has today com- 
pleted action on legislation to 
enable us to channel the neces- 
sary effort to defense production, 
to increase our productive capac- 
ity, and to hold down inflation. 

How Each Can Play Part. 


After this legislation is signed, 
I intend to talk to you again, to 
explain what your Government 
proposes to do, and how each 
citizen can play his part in this 
national effort. 

As we move forward to arm our- 
selves more quickly in the days 
ahead, and as we strive with the 
United Nations for victory in 
Korea, we must keep clearly in 
mind what we believe in and what 
we are trying to do. We also 
want the rest of the world to un- 
derstand clearly our aims and our 
hopes. 

First: We believe in the 
United Nations. When we rati- 
fied its charter, we pledged our- 
selves to seek peace and secur- 
ity through this world organi- 
zation. We kept our word when 
we went to the support of the 
United Nations in Korea two 
months ago. We shall never go 
back on that pledge. 

Second: We believe the Ko- 
reans have a right to be free, 
independent, and united — as 
they want to be. Under the di- 
rection and guidance of the 
United Nations, we, with others, 
will do our part to help them 
enjoy that right. The United 
States has no other aim in Ko- 
rea. 

Third: We do not want the 
fighting in Korea te expand 
into a general war, It will not 
spread unless Communist im- 
perialism draws other armies 

and governments into the fight 
of the aggressors against the 

United Nations. 


Fourth: We hope in particu- 


tries. Russia has never volun- 

tarily given up any territory it 

has acquired in the Far East; it 
has never given independence 
te any people who have fallen 
under its control. We not only 
want freedom for the peoples 
of Asia, but we also want to 
help them secure for themselves 
better health, more food, better 
clothes and homes, and the 
chance to live their own lives 
in peace. The things we want 
pnd the people of Asia are the 

e things we want for the 
cedibe of the rest of the world. 

Seventh: We do not believe 
in aggressive or preventive war. 
Such war is the weapon of dic- 
tators, not of free democratic 
countries like the United States. 
We are arming only for defense 
against aggression. Even though 
.Communist imperialism does 
not believe in peace, it can be 
discouraged from new aggres- 
sion if we and other free peo- 
ples are strong, determined, and 
united. 

Eighth: We want peace and 
we shall achieve it. Our men 
are fighting for peace today in 
Korea. We are working for 
peace constantly in the United 
Nations and in all the capitals 
of the world. Our workers, our 
farmers, our business men, all 
our vast resources, are helping 
now to create the strength 
which will make peace secure. 

We want peace not only for its 
own sake but because we want all 
the peoples of the world, includ- 
ing ourselves, to be free to devote 
their full energies to making 
their lives richer and happier. 
We shall give what help we can 
to make this universal human 
wish come true. 

We invite all the nations of the 
world, without exception, to: join 
with us in this great work. 

The events in Korea have 
shown us again all the misery 
and horrors of war. The North 
Koreans have learned that the 
penalties of armed conflict fall as 
heavily on those who act as tools 
for the Communist dictatorship as 
they do on its victims. There will 
be no profit for any people who 
follow the Communist dictatorship 
down its dark and bloody path. 

Against the futile and tragic 
course of dictatorship, we uphold, 
for all people, the way of free- 
dom—the way of mutual co- 
operation and international peace. 
We assert that mankind can find 
progress and advancement along 
the path of peace. At this critical 
hour in the history of the world, 
our c@untry has been called upon 
to give of its leadership, its ef- 
forts and its resources, to main- 
tain peace and justice among na- 
tions. We have responded to that 
call. We will not fail. 

The task which has fallen upon 
our beloved country is a great 
one. In carrying it out, we ask 
God to purge us of all selfishness 
and meanness, and to give us 
strength and courage for the days 
ahead. 

We pray God to give us 
strength, ability and wisdom for 
the task we face. 


RUSSIANS AGREE 
TO DISCUSS IRANIAN 
BORDER DISPUTES 


TEHRAN, Sept. 2 (AP)—Soviet 
Russia is stepping up its cam- 
paign for Iranian friendship by 
agreeing to discuss long-standing 
border disputes, it is learned. 

The Soviet proposal came in 
the midst of trade talks here, 
which apparently are intended to 
counter negotiations under. way 
for an American loan to bolster 
Iranian economy against Commu- 
nist pressure. 

For years Iran has been try- 
ing to get Russia to settle a 
dozen boundary disputes which 
have led to minor frontier 
clashes. The Russians always have 
refused to set up a boundary 
commission. Now they have 
changed their tactics abruptly in 
a new friendship campaign. 

Tehran newspapers report So- 
viet Ambassador Ivan Sadjikov 
also is pressing Premier Ali Raz- 
mara to recognize the Chinese 
Communist government. 

American diplomats are said 
to be concerned that the Rus-

Eastern Front Goes 
Unrecognized by In- 
fantry It Defends.

POHANG, Korea, Sunday, Sept. 
3 (AP)—America’s most powerful 
tank—the 45-ton Gen. Patton— 
has been thrown into action on 
the northeastern front in Korea. 

This is America’s best answer 
to the Russian-made T-34 tank 
that the North Koreans are using. 

The Patton’s unannounced ap- 
pearance is only one of a number 
of surprises which the Red enemy 
can expect as the mushrooming 
power of the United Nations 
forces swings around the decisive 
corner from defense to offense. 

The Patton tank represents a 
radical departure from previous 
American designs. It is a com- 
promise between former American 
designs for mobility and the Ger- 
man and Russian insistence on a 
tank with a high-velocity gun and 
a thicker protective armor shell 
around the gun. 

Basically the Patton is a mobile, 
souped-up 90-millimeter gun that 
walks on wider treads than other 
American tanks and resembles the 
older Pershing tank in silhouette. 
It has a more powerful engine 
than the Pershing. 

Due to its similarity to the 
Pershing externally, the Patton 
went unrecognized by the Ameri- 
can infantry it defended. 

Behind these tanks, Twenty- 
fourth Division troops, recently 
relieved on the Naktong river 
front, drove four miles north of 
Pohang today. One column moved 
along a coastal road:and another 
inland. ° Their routes converge 
south of Hunghae. 

Farther west, South Korean 
forces began a northward push 
around Kigye. 

Communist resistance to the 
American drive was stiffer than 
had been expected, but was con- 
fined to infantry and artillery. 
The Reds had no tanks in action. 


25TH RETAKES ALL 
OF ITS POSITIONS

ON THE MASAN FRONT, Ko-. 
rea, Sept. 2 (AP)—Disorganized | 
remnants of two shattered Red 
Korean Divisions fled back across 
the Nam river late today after 
the United States Twenty-fifth 
Division smashed their “last 
ditch” offensive. 

The American troops killed at 
least 2500 Reds and wounded at 
least 7500 in throwing back 
assaults by the North Korean 
Sixth and Seventh Divisions. 

By nightfall the Twenty-fifth 
Division had fought back into all 
the positions it held when the 
Reds struck shortly after mid- 
night Friday. 

American Navy planes killed 
many Communists as they fled 
across the Nam. ~~ 

American troops were mopping 
up a group of about 300 North 
Koreans who had infiltrated be- 
hind the lines in the Twenty-fifth 
Division sector. 

However, a new threat is posed 
by the deep enemy penetration 
into the Second Division on the 
right flank of the Twenty-fifth 
Division. 

The enemy gain against the 
Second Division along the Nak- 
tong river east of the Nam-Nak- 
tong confluence has exposed the 
right flank of the Twenty-fifth. 

Infantry elements were busy 
cleaning up more units of Com- 
munists who had penetrated be- 
yond the American front lines in 
the Twenty-fifth Division sector 
on the southern front, and were 
harrassing rear echelon units. 

One American infantry unit 
late Saturday fought its way 
through to a gallant infantry 
company which had been cut off 
and surrounded for two days.

Congress would have to 
change the draft law to permit 
drafting of veterans. Persons 
with dependents could be brought 
in by changing regulations. 
Saying he was glad the Presi- 
dent decided to put 3,000,000 men 
under arms, Senator Lodge re- 
marked: “If we get strong enough 
quick enough, we can avoid a 
world war.” - 
Senator Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, was “glad to hear the 
President has raised his sights.” 
Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, was for get- 
ting all of the men needed” but 
didn’t “believe a hot war is in- 
evitable.” 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, said 3.000,000 men won't be 
enough “if we are faced with the 
imminent danger of an all-out 
war.” 

In Truman’s speech the empha- 
sis was on American desires for 
peace. It ran through all these 
eight points the President listed 
to give the world a better under- 
standing of American hopes and 
purposes: 

1. We believe in the United | | 
Nations and never will go back | 
on our pledge to seek world | 
peace and security through it. 


2. We belfeve Koreans have 
a right to be free and united. 

3. We don’t want the Korean 
war to expand into a general 
one. 

4. We hope particularly the 
Chinese people won’t be misled 
‘or forced into the Korean war, 
as the only gainer would be 
Red imperialism which already 
has begun dismembering China, 

5. We don’t want Formosa or 
any other part of Asia. The 
mission of the United States 
Seventh Fleet is to keep For- 
-mosa out of the war. 

6. We believe in freedom for 
all Far Eastern nations. 


7. We do not believe in 
aggressive or preventive war— 
“the weapon of dictators, not of 
free democratic countries.” We 
arm only for defense against 
aggression. 

8. “We want peace and we 
shall achieve it.” 

As for Russia, Truman once 
again invited all nations, without 
exception, to join America in the 
great task of creating a peaceful 
world in which people can build 
richer, happier lives. But he 
said: 

“The Soviet Union has repeat- 
edly violated its pledge of inter- 
national co-operation. It has de- 
stroyed the independence of its 
neighbors. It has sought to dis- 
rupt those countries it could not 
dominate. It has built up tre- 
mendous armed forces far beyond 
the needs of its own defense. 

“Communist imperialism 
preaches peace but practices. ag- 
gression.”

As the bill passed the Senate, 
it would increase individual in- 
come taxes by about $2,700,000,- 
000 a year. It would add $1,500,- 
000,000 in corporation taxes and 
pick up more millions by plug- 
ging loopholes in the tax laws. 

For individuals, the first effects 
of the new measure—if it is ap- 
proved by Congress—would be an 
increase in withholding levies on 
wages and salaries. They would 
jump from the present 15 per 
cent to 18 per cent Oct. 1, if the; 
measure becomes law in time. 

Government tax-collecting 
agencies have been worried that 
- delay in passing the tax boost bill 
might give them insufficient time 
to get out forms for the increased 
withholding taxes. 

George told reporters, however, 
that the Treasury and Internal 
Revenue Bureau would have. to 
“act on the assumption” that Con- 
gress would pass the bill—if the 
new rates are to go into effect 
Oct. 1, as planned.

Arthur Bremer, tavern proprie- 
tor at 2309 North Market street, 
was robbed of $1495 yesterday by 
a man who called him by his first 
name. 

Bremer had just returned from 
the Cass Bank & Trust Co., 1450 
North Thirteenth street, and was 
parking his automobile near the 
tavern when the car’s front door 
Was opened and a man said:

Deputy Shertff Ed Earley of 
St. Louis county said today he 
will make efforts to keep his job 
although notified by Sheriff Ar- 
thur C. Mosley that he was fired, 


Earley, deputy sheriff for six 
years and former constable in 
Carondelet and Lemay townships, 
declared Mosley called him. in 
Thursday and said: “I have to 
replace you. The committee from 
Lemay has requested it.” 


Mosley told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter Earley was fired “for neg- 
lecting his police duties by cam- 
paigning in the committee race 
in the Aug. 1 primary.” He said 
Earley had “missed some radio 
calls” after being warned to quit 
working*in politics and to devote 
more time to police activities. 

He denied he mentioned the 
“committee from Lemay” to 
Earley. In the Aug. .1 primary 
Earley backed Mrs. Veron Dech- 
man who lost to Mrs. Viola P. 
Beckey in the contest for Repub- 
lican committeewoman from Le- 
may. The deputy sheriff, who is 
51 years old and lives on Forder 
road, has been in law enforce- 
ment work for 26 years. 


LOWEST AUGUST 
RUN OF CATTLE IN 
LAST TEN YEARS 


Only 67,933 head of cattle were 
marketed at National Stock Yards 


last month, the lowest August run 
of cattle in 10 years, but hog re- 
ceipts for the month were second 
largest for August since 1940 and 
topped Chicago’s hog receipts for 
August by nearly 9000 head. 
Salable hogs received at Na- 
tional Stock Yards last month 
totaled 196,377 head, bringing 
total receipts for the first eight 
months of the year to 1,839,866 
head, a larger volume than any 
other market in the country. 
The reducéd .cattle volume, it 
was reported, results from record 
low shipments of “grassers” from 
the western range states, due to 
shorter than normal supplies of 
range fed cattle as well as direct 
purchases of slaughter and re- 
placement animals and the hold- 
ing back of some stock for breed- 


ing purposes.

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CARPENTER HIT BY BULLET 
WHILE WORKING ON HOUSE 


Roscoe Morgan, a Granite City 
carpenter, was wounded seriously, 
appar@ntly by a stray bullet, as he 
was working on a new house on a 
farm, three miles northeast of 
Collinsville, yesterday afternoon. 

Morgan suddenly collapsed on 
the job and, after emergency.

He 
even suspects that our Ozark soil has 
in late years conspired to give us 
wormy, inferior fruit. 

Granted that apples grew with ease 
and attained superlative perfection in 
Grandpa's day, the future isn’t altogeth- 
er hopeless. Our present massive popu- 
lations of orchard pests can be con- 
trolled by diligent spraying, and the soil 
can be revitalized without resorting to 
“organic” farming. 

Moreover. our modern varieties of 
all fruits have survived critical selec- 
tion by palates cloyed by fat living. The 
Ben Davis apple of by-gone days, for 
example, has been replaced by the 
Jonathan, Golden Delicious and Stark- 
ing only because the latter have far 
ore eye and taste appeal. 

My Jerseylani, Summercrest and 
Halehaven peaches undoubtedly equal 
or surpass the seedlings my Grandpa 
used for eating fresh and canning. He 
trusted entirely to luck to get a few 
good varieties, while I rely on scores 
of competent plant »reeders the nation 
over to provide choice varieties for 
my orchard. j 

If Leonard will get a move on and 
spray his trees once a week with para- 
theon, DDT and sulphur. I can assure 
him he will have an abundance of de- 
lectable fruit in his home orchard. In- 
deed, he may after a season of watch- 
ful care find himself in the predicament 
of Grandpa Trail, whose trees and vines 
are so heavily ioaded, he fears the harv- 
est will kill him. 

Growing fruit this difficult modern 
way is a far cry from a float down Cur- 
rent river and, if Leonard is as smart 
as I suspect, he will stick to his fish- 
ing. He can dream of the apples Grand- 
pa grew and be happy with a few bana- 
nas now and then.

“Death Sand” 

Most of us could hardly be expected to read 
an article under the forbidding title of “Ueber 
das moegliche Ausmass einer radioaktiven 
Verseuchung durch die Spaltprodukte des 
U-235,” especially not since it appeared in a 
journal with the even more esoteric name of 
Acta Physica Austriaca. 

But incomprehensibility in no way lessens its 
importance for us. It happens jo be the account 
of an Austrian physicist, Dr.“Hans Thirring, of 
-how the by-products of atomic fission might be 
converted into a “death sand” which, while 
virtually invisible and not to be detected by 
ordinary test, could depopulate gur cities. 

Whether such “death sand” actually is being 
produced is known only ‘to those who have ac- 
cess to the secrets of the Atomic Energy Com- 
missien. That American scientists have known 
about its grisly possibilities for some time, how- 
ever, is indicated by a National Academy report 
of 1941 and the famous Smyth Report of 1945. 
Quite a bit of information .about “death sand” 
is now available to the public through a sum- 
mary of the Thirring article, prepared for The 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists by Dean Louis 
N. Ridenour of the University of Illinois. 

Here, surely, is another terrible warning of 
what warfare in the last half of the twentieth 
century could be like. Along with the atomic 
bomb and the possibility of the H-bomb, it gives 
a ghastly hue to the backdrop against which the 
politicians conduct their debates and negotia- 
tions. It ought to be enough, one should think, 
to bring even a Malik and his masters to their 
senses. Let them pay attention to just a few 
excerpts from the Ridenour summary: 

This. (“death -sand”) is a novel type of 
warfare in that it produces no destruction, 
except to life... It can be regarded as a 
horria and insidious weapon, since the per- 
son in a poisoned area has no way of know- 
ing that he is in danger, either by the evi- 
dence of his senses or by any unsophisti- 
cated test. He may receive a lethal) dose of 
radiation two weeks before he knows that he 
is endangered, and yet a few days later he 
may be dead. 

If the politicians take heart from the state- 
ment that there is a good chance of survival for 
“a person who flees at once, with a folded, 
dampened handkerchief ovér his nose and 
mouth,” they had better ask how he will know 
when to flee, and how far. They might remem- 
ber that those who do not protect themselves 
quickly may “inhale and retain in the lyngs a 
sufficient quantity of airborne radioactive par- 
ticles to kill them by internal radiation.” 

Dr. Thirring has figured out just about all 
aspects of how it could work with mathematical 
precision: the best sources of the fatal radia- 
tion, the time needed to prepare the sand, the 
time it needs to kill, the amount required to 
poison a given area. Taking these figures, 
Dean Ridenour comments: 


The three million kilowatts of atomic 
power that we taxpayers now have working 
for us in the State of Washington produce 
each month enough fission products to con- 
taminate 144 square miles; the area of the 
Manhattan is just over 22 square miles. 


In the language of the scientists, it all sounds 
as impersonal as the explanation of a problem 
in a physics text. For example, Dean Ridenour 
says quite unemotionally that “the area that 
can be poisoned with the fission products avail- 
able to us today is disappointingly small; it 
amounts to no more than two or three major 
cities per month.” , 

Well, as just a matter of figures on paper, 
with imagination and emotion ruled out, it may 
be “disappointing.” But we find it really dis- 
appointing that “two or three major cities” are 
not translated into millions of individual human 
beings, plain ordinary men, women and children. 
We find it more than a little difficult to be 
scientifically detached about life in a world that 
knows about A-bombs and “death sand” and still 
has men in high places who act as if they did 
not care about the one or the other. 
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Golden Primary Remembered 
Frank L. Smith’s death iri Illinois brings back 
political memories of the Golden Primary year. 
That was 1926 when Samuel Insull, utility 
magnate, contributed $125,000 to the senatorial 
campaign of Illinois’ utility commission chair- 
man. It was the year when money flowed in 
rivers in Pennsylvania and Boss Vare, George 


' Wharton Pepper and Gifford Pinchot sought 


the same seat in the Senate. It was the year 
in which Missouri’s James A. Reed went after 
the spenders with a bloodhound special com- 
mittee. In the end, both Smith and Vare, the 
winners at the polls, were barred from seats in 
the Senate though the Republicans controlled 
Congress. 

All this has importance for 1950. For there 
have been ugly reports of excessive expendi- 
tures in Oklahoma, North Carolina, Florida and 
other states in this year’s congressional cam- 
paign. It is said that as much as $500,000 might 
have been spent in Oklahoma alone in the two 
Thomas-Monroney primaries. 

If the late Jim Reed were in the shoes of 
Senator Gillette of Iowa, chairman of the cam- 
paign expenditures inquiry committee, the fur 
would already be flying. The death of Frank 
Smith, twice rejected by the Senate for his 
slush fund corruption, should be a reminder to 
Senator Gillette and his colleagues to get busy. 
These are the very days when the facts abovt 
excessive expenditures should be coming out 
for the information of the voters, 
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Canada’s Railroad Strike 

Two railroad labor disputes, one in Canada 
and one in the United States, offer an inter- 
esting contrast. 

In Canada, leaders of the non-operating unions 
called off their strike after nine days of trans- 
port paralysis when Parliament enacted legisla- 
tion setting up procedure for settling the dispute. 
The strikers will receive what management had 
offered them, and the rest of their demands will 
be negotiated for 30 days, after which, if no 
settlement has been reached, government arbi- 
tration will settle it. 

In this country, a strike threatened by the 
trainmen and conductors was called off after 
President Truman seized the railroads. But no 
settlement of the underlying dispute has been 
reached, and the country can only hope that, as 
in other cases of seizure, continued negotiations 
between management and the unions will eventu- 
ally bring agreement. 

Neither procedure offers a completely satis- 
factory way of handling railroad labor, disputes. 
In Canada the unions did not call off their strike 
until they were assured that they would get 
some wége increase not subject to arbitration. 
If ‘compulsorv arbitration had been stipulated 
beforehand, that wage increase probably never 
would have been offered, lest it be taken as the 
base from which arbitration start.

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Austin Quiets Malik 

Red China’s charges that United States air- 
planes had bombed its territory were handled 
admirably in the United Nations, it seems to us. 
Delegate Warren Austin admitted with disarming 
frankness that apparently an American plane 
had accidentally bombed a Chinese airstrip about 
five miles from the Korean border on Aug. 27. 

Mr. Austin’s proposals of what to do about it 
were as disarming as his admission of error. He 
proposed that the U.N. create a commission to 
look into the matter and, if the United States 
were at fault, to determine what damages it 
The 
United States Government is prepared not only 
to pay any such damages but also to discipline 
the offender, he said.

‘This frank handling of the charges put the =. 


United States plainly on the record as willing 
to do the honorable thing and to do it in the 
best possible way—through U.N. It also turned 
the propaganda tables on Russia, quite com- 
pletely. Delegate Jacob A. Malik, who used his 
month as Security Council chairman largely to 
spout propaganda, had made much of the charges 
that American planes had bombed Chinese soil. 

Mr. Austin’s proposal of a U.N. investigation 
left Mr. Malik speechless because Russia rejects 
all efforts by the U.N. to look into North Korea 
but its delegate cannot, with any show of virtue, 
oppose a proposal which is se obviously the right 
one. 

And Mr. Malik is not likely to be helped out of 
his quandary much by the knowledge that this 
proposal accomplishes several other things. It 
helps to assure Communist China that our inten- 
tions toward it are entirely peaceful and honor- 
able, and it should serve to drive a wedge, even 
thougM a very small one, between Peiping and 
Moscow. If China does have a legitimate claim, 
Peiping is not likely to regard with equanimity 
the loss of some American dollars solely because 
the Kremlin would not let a U.N. commission 
investigate the claim. 

We suppose the incident proves at least a 
couple of things. One, that if you talk too much 
you will get yourself into a bad spot eventually, 
as Mr. Malik did. And the other, that if you 
are opposed to U.N. action although a member 
of U.N., as is the cas2 with Russia, it.is some- 


times bound to show. 
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A Bet Against Inflation 

Six weeks after President Truman asked Con- 
gress to act on economic controls for the defense 
emergency, Congress has acted. There is a 
striking difference between the atmosphere on 
Capitol ‘Hill as it was on July 19 and as it is now. 

The President had not asked for price and 
wage controls: In both branches of Congress 
movements got under way to add them. A sense 
of urgency, spurred by the country-wige scare 
buying and the sharp rise in food priceS¥ caused 
Bernard M. Baruch’s proposal for an across-the- 
board freeze of prices and wages to be enthu- 
siastically received. 

In six weeks, that sense of urgency has ebbed 
away. The panic buying has tapered off, prices 
have flattened out a bit, and the Senate-House 
conferees did not even discuss the question of a 
general freeze. | 

History will record whether Bérnard Baruch 
or Harry Truman was right. A great many 
Americans still feel that the safest and wisest 
course, in view of the heavy burdens to come, 
would have been to take a firm grip on infla- 
tion right now. Mr. Truman chose to gamble on 
being able to hold it later.

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Missouri Joins Up 
Gov. Smith has performed an executive duty 
in giving Missouri a civil defense organization. 
Under the revived State Council of Defense, the 
Governor himself will serve as chairman, but 
the active administrator will be Ralph Ham- 
mond, Jefferson City real estate man, now 
president of the Missouri Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Hammond has a very important job. If 


. he makes the most of the opportunity to or- 


ganize the many aspects of civilian defense for 
this state, he may save countless lives. We hope 
there will be no need of civilian help for cities 
and towns of Missouri, but if there is it will 
‘be Mr. Hammond’s organization which will be 
held accountable. 

With this announcement by the Governor, Mis- 
souri joins a growing parade. Gov. Dewey has 
named Gen. Lucius D. Clay to direct civilian 


defense in New York. In Illinois, Gov. Stevenson . 


has chosen Maj. Lenox R. Lohr, a skilled or- 
ganizer of mass activities, such as fairs and 
exhibitions. Gov. Stevenson has also ordered the 
creation of a State Guard to function in Illinois 
should the National Guard be called to active 
duty. 

It is reassuring to have Missouri organizing 
at the state level facilities for the aid of its 
communities should they ever be endangered 
by atomic or other air warfare.

Quaker Ideals and Rituals 


QUAKERS FIND A WAY, by Charies M. Woodman. 

(Bobbs-Merril!, 280 pgs., $2.50.) 

In writing of various kinds of religious 
experiences, William James once said of 
Quakerism: “In a day of shams it was a 
religion of veracity rooted in spiritual in- 
wardness, and a return to something more 
like the original gospel truth than men 
had ever known in England. So far as 
our Christian sects are evolving into lib 
erality, they are simply reverting in es- 
sence to the position which Fox and the 
early Quakers so long assumed.” 

In 1648 George Fox gathered up the 
loose ends of various kinds of sects in Eng- 
land and founded what now is widely 
known as the Society of Friends. At the 
close of his life in 1691 there were ap- 
proximately 50,000 Quakers in England and 
as many more in America. The author 
of this book is firmly convinced that, 
when a religious movement begins with 

a the experience of one 

man and spreads out 
into two continents 
and gathers 100,000 
dherents within less 
han a half century, 
it deserves thought- 
ful attention. 

With the zeal of a 
crusader, Mr. Wood- 
man proceeds to give 
this religion thought- 
ful attention, min- 
gled with consider- 
able emotional atten- 
tion. He stresses, and 
perhaps justly, 

Charles Woodman though ‘it might be 
applied to all religions, the efforts of the 
Quakers to care for the sick, to visit those 
in prison, to feed the hungry, to uplift the 
downtrodden, to heal the hurts of human- 
ity, and in general, a devotion to all kinds 
of sacrificial service. 

The author traces the development of 
Quakerism, not only in England and Amer- 
ica, but throughout Europe and the Medi- 
terranean area. The unorthodox methods 
of dress, speech, silent meetings, worship 
and other peculiar practices, are explored 
and discussed. Not only is an effort made 
to define Quakerism as a mystical experi- 
ence, which starts with one’s sense of the 
reality and presence of God at the center 
of man’s personality, but several chapters 
are devoted to the economic and social 
relation of the sect to our form of govern- 
ment, such as equality, justice, protest- 
ing war, promoting peace and various oth- 
er matters which, in the judgment of the 
author, concern the layman who is un- 
familiar with the object, ideals, and ritual 
of this movement.

GREATER outbreak of sex crimes—that is the fear of Mrs. 


A+ “War always brings violence at home as well as 
abroad,” she asserts. “I'm afraid we are going to have a 


terrible time with all these dangerous sex criminals in the 
country, and so many of our fine young men away. Our club 
would like to do something to protect women and children. 
What do you think would be the most practical step to take, 
Oras dan that the most practical step is to avoid panic 
and hysteria, Mrs. A. Your club can set a good example. 
We had plenty of hysteria last year growing out of a few / 
widely scatteréd outrages. Even one such is intolerable, but 
we must not lose our sense of balance.

NEW JERSEY CREATED a “commission on the habitual sex 
offender,” with distinguished sociologist Paul Tappan as ex- 
pert adviser. It has recently published a list of 10 fallacies 
about sex crimes, which everyone ought to know. I sum- 

m briefly: . 
oe there are tens of thousands of homicidal sex fiends 
abroad in the land. Such persons are actually rare and usually 
ee sex offenders are usually old offenders and, repeat- 
ers. In fact, sex offenders have a lower rate of repetition than 
almost any other type of criminal. 

3. That sex offenders progress from minor to more serious 
types of offense. Such progress is exceptional. 

4. That it is possible to predict, by studying a man, that he 
is likely to become a dangerous sex offender. Psychiatrists 
agree that this is virtually impossible. ' 

5. That there is a definite condition that can be called “sex 
deviation” or “sex psychopathy.” There is nothing of the sort. 

6. That sex offenders are over-sexed. Most of them, in fact, 
are undersexed. 

7. That effective treatment is available for these offenders. 
Almost nothing is available. No state really attempts adequate 
treatment... A high percentage of the offenders would not re- 
spond to any type of treatment. 

8, That state laws, recently passed, are making it possible to — 
round up the brutal and dangerous sex offenders. Law en- 
forcement officers are merely picking up small fry. & 
_ 9, That sex offenders can be handled like insane persons, 
without regard to their legal rights. Since most of them are not 
insane this is impossible. 

10, That the “sex problem” can be solved simply by passing 
a new law.

Date and Nut Bread. 

1 cup cut, pitted dates, 34 cup 
chopped nuts, 114 teaspoons bak- 
ing soda, 42 teaspoon salt, 14 
cup shortening, 34 cup boiling 
water, 2 eggs, 1 cup brown sugar, 
144 cups sifted flour. 

Mix dates, nuts, soda and salt. 
Drop in shortening. Add boiling 
water and blend. Beat eggs and 
add. Stir in sugar and when well 
blended, beat in flour. Add date 
mixture. Bake in greased 9x5 
loaf pan in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) about 1 hour until 
top is firm.

I HOPE THAT as these young- 
sters settle into their university 
life in various places, they will 
not encounter any unreasonable 
prejudices. It seems to me very 
important that our young people 
should realize that these young 
people have been chosen because 
they have taken the trouble to 
learn English. That means they 
are really making a very great 
effort to learn about the differ- 
ences that separate us. 

We must try to show them the 
real meaning of a democracy. 
We cannot hide from them the’ 
defects which are bound to exist 
in any group of citizens, but we 
should try to give them an un- 
derstanding of the highest ideals 
that motivate people in a de- 
mocracy, in the hope that those 
ideals will help them when they 
return to their own country. 

Eventually they may progress 
even faster than we do. If they 
are once convinced that some- 
thing is desirable, the Germans 
are a very thorough people. 
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
